WASHINGTON, July{20.—President Barrios, 
of Guatemala, called on President Arthur to- 
day and the usual formalities were exchanged.

A SAD SUICIDE. 


D. C. Opero a Venezuelan of Good 
Family, Takes His Own Lite. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, July 20.—Delicio C. Opero, & 
young Venezuelan, shot himself in his room, 
at 24 University place, after breakfast yester- 
day. The positionin which the body was 
found indicated that he stood before the mir- 
ror when he discharged the heavy pistol, the 
muzzle of which he had put into his mouth. 


He left a letter written in Spanish dated yes- 
terday, and addressed “‘To ali the Members 
of my Family.’ It said: “My conduct to- 
ward all with whom I have been intimately 
acquainted has been such that I am not de- 
serving of pity. It has been miserable and 
ruinous. Inorder not to incur further 
charges of meanness Iam going to kill my- 
self, and by that act will show my own opin=- 
ion ofjmy Own unworthiness.” 

He arrived in New York on May 5, from 
Caracas, hie native city, in the steamer 
Caracas. He was one of four sons of a 
Venezuelan official, now dead. His brother 
Ignacio is a member of the Venezuelan Con- 
ere, his brother Estefan isin the Revenue 

epartment, and a third brother is at the 
head of a printing house in Caracas. Delicio 
was sent here to learn the use of the type 
writer with a view to introducing it at home. 
Another relative, an envelope maker, com- 
missioned him as nt, and other commis- 
sions were intrusted to him. He did not give 
satisfaction, and one of his brothers wrote to 
him on June 28,ordering him home. He 
sulked and made threats of suicide, to which 
his friends paid no attention. Carlos Pardo, 
of Sacias & Pardo,is a cousin, and lives in 
thesame house. When hc left Delicio yester- 
day morning he noticed nothing unusual in 
his demeanor. Delicio was 23 years old.

AGAIN AT DEATH’S DOOR. 


Circuit Attorney Harris Has a Seri. 
ous Relapse. 


Lung Trouble the Cause of His Present 
Critical Condition. 


The announcement that Circuit Attorney 
Harris is again at the point of death will be 
startling and sad news to many of his friends 
in 8t. Louis who hopedthat he had success- 
fully passed through a physical crisis in his 
life which few other men could battle through. 
While appearing before the Supreme Court at 
Jefferson City in an argument for a writ of 
mandamus on Judge Laughlin Mr. Farris was 
seriously prostrated. His weak physical con- 
dition was made worse by asad accident which 


occurred only a short time proviously. While 
trying to invite rest one night he mistook a 
bottle of belladona fora sleeping potion and 
swallowed a large dose. This racked bis 
already weak stomach, and in afew days he 
was helplessly confined to bed. For several 
Gays his lite was inthe greatest danger. His 
worldly affairs were disposed of and all hope 
given up, when his nervy little constitution 
suddenly began to eather needed strength, 
and after nearly two months, during which 
time he was confined to bed, he found 
himself sufficientiv recuperated to leave 
the city and enjoy the benefits of the purer 
country air. For this purpose he was taken 
to bis old homein Pennsyivania by his brother- 
in-Jaw, Deputy Sheriff Fred. Russell, and was 
accompanied by his wile. Tne first reports 
heard trom Mr. Harris were through letters 
written by himself. jHe haa almost completely 
recovered when he had aserious relapse which 
places bim again at death’s door. One of his 
chief distinct troubles during nisillnessin St.

Isiands, admitting their exports almost free, 
when the fact is that we shali soon be the con- 
trolling power of the surrounding islands, 
New Zealand, the Fijis and Honolulu, and the 
tide of American emigration passes by Hono- 
lulu and comes tous. If there is a country on 
earth that America should havethe fairest 
dealings with, itis Australia, for the two con- 
tinents are more closely allied by ties of com- 
merce and trade, even than with England.’’ 
‘‘What is the financial condition of the peo- 
le. ’? *y’’ 
P “We have no paupers and very few million- 
aires, but everybody is well-off. The day 
laborers receive $2 a day and mechanics from 
$stofiaday. We need carpenters and brick- 
layers badly. Hand-made brick is worth 
Sis S50athousand. Our greatest want in the 
shape of material is lumber, which is now 
valued at from $70 to $75 per thousand running 
,eet, and on which there is an import duty 
ot 25 cents a hundred. Building is the prime 
occupation of our mechanics, as the cities of 
Meibourne and Sidney, for instance, ihave in 
creased 306 per cent during the last year.’’ 

‘*Are there many railways in process of con- 
struction?’’ 

‘‘No, andthatis precisely what we want. 
Onr desire is to have 2,000 miles of railway di- 
rectiy through the continent, which would

Mr. Carsonwoods dresses and speaks like 
an Englishman, but he was born in the United 
States. He is a member of the firm of Carson- 
woods, Rich & Co., wholesale merchants and 
importers of American goods at Sidney. He 
wili remain in the city untilthe arrival of Mr. 
Scott, when both will proceed eastward to- 
gether.

The Candidates for the Forihcoming 
Democratic State Convention.

Sherwood Gaining Rapidly—The 18th 
{iinois Congressional Convea- 
tion Called—Notes and 
Gossip. 


Two new candidates for Railroad Oommis- 
sioner appeared on the pulitical horizon this 
morning in the persons of Oscar Von Koch- 
titzky, of Cape Girardeau, late chief clerk of 
the Register of Lands, and Geo. H. Roberts, 
County Surveyor of Lewis county. The other 
candidates are Gen. Jas. Harding, the present 
incumbent; J. L. Buskell, of Phelps county, 
Wm. 8S. Downing, of Scotland county. The 
present incumbent believes ‘‘the more the 
merrier,’’ andisonly rendered more confi- 
dent bythe multiplicity of applicants. The 
situation in the canvass for Superintendent of 
Public Schools grows daily more complex and 


personal. The candidates are now named as 
follows: Dr. R. D. Shannon, J. GA. 
Wright, William Strother, Dr. Pope 
Yeaman and Mr. Coleman, the last 


named being a citizen of Saline. Of those out- 
side Dr. Yeaman has the most strength, but 
Dr. Shannon is contesting every inch of 
ground, although his attention is somewhat 
diverted by an uninteresting personal cor- 
respondence with his other Opponent. Mr. 


Wright. The candidacy of Mr. Coleman will 
tend to weaken Dr. Yeaman entirely, for both 
will divide the immense power wielded 
by Central Missouri. One or the other 
will fall very early in the action. The Supreme 
Judgeship rings in its fitful changes to-day, 
with returns from eleven counties. In Shelby 
county, instructions were given for Judge 
Redd tor Supreme Judge, Dr. Pope Yeaman 
for School Superintendent, and Win. H. Hatch 
for Congress. In Cape Girardeau enthusiastic 
instructions were given for Sherwood for 
Judge, O. V. Kocktitzky for Railroad Commis- 
sioner, L. H. Davis for Congress and 
kK. Burnett Oliver torthe State Senate. Mc- 
Donald county selected its one man, Dr. A. 
W. Chenowith, editor of the Press, who, like 
Coquelicot, willrise en masse for Sherwood, 
In Holt county a resolution to instruct for 
Sherwood was voted down andthe delegation 
will vote as it pleases. In Phelps county, con- 
trary to all precedent with those sections hav- 
ing alocal candidate fora State office, the 
delegation was instructed on the Supreme 
Judgeship for Cravens, andon its own candi- 
date, J. L. Buskett, for Railroad Commiession- 
er. The Martin men were led to expect the 
assistance of Phelps county, by reason of 
which Buskett had counted upon St. Louis 
votes. Theinstruction for Cravens will tend 
to demoralize the arrangement, unless the 
delegation siiall be finally delivered. The dele- 
gation from Iron county is instructed 
for Sherwood and M.L. Clardy. Hickory 
county neglected to instruct for anybody. 
Adair county instructed for Shannon and 
Downing, and is Known to be for Sherwood. 
In Clark county the delegates selected are 
knuwnto be for Martin. Ozark county has 
instructed for sherwood. In the Second Dis- 


J.G. Hawkins were named as delegates and 
instructed for Martin. The figures thus far 
received place the Supreme Judge fight 
in the following position: For Sherwood, 50 
counties, 155 votes; for Martin, 8 counties, 29 
votes; for Cravens, 8 counties, 30 votes; for 
Redd, 2 counties, 10 votes.

The Department Struggles With 
the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Mutual Aid Association.

Trial in Judge Thayer’s Court—The 
Secretary on the Stand.

The case of the State at the relation of the 
Circuit Attorney ,moving for the Insurance De- 
partment, against the Farmers’ and Me- 
chanics’ Mutual Aid Association, was heard 
before Judge Thayer to-day. It will be remem- 
bered that the criminal proceeding against this 
association, of which Judge Faggis president, 
was dismissed by Judge Cady inthe Court of 
CriminalCorrection. The society claims its right 
to do business underthe benevolent clause. 
It embraces the benevolent and socia)] features, 


and is conducted on the mutual plan. The 
Insurance Department takes the ground that 
the society is doing an insurance business, 
pure and simple, and is acting in violation of 
the law which places insurance companies un- 
daer the supervision and control of the depart- 
ment, and provides security measures 
for the parties whose lives areinsured. The 
prosecution now takes the shape of a quo war- 
ranto proceeding, and it is conducted by W. 
8. Relfe and C.P. Ellerbe. The Farmers’ and 


Mechanics’ Association is represented by 
Dyer, Lee Ellis. At the outset 
this morning’ Major Lee made _ the 
point that no cause of action was 


ply wit 6 statute providing for quo warranto 
proceedings against co-operative benevolent 
associations, stating what it was authorized to 
do and whatit was in fact doing. It was for 
the State to set out these facts and not to deal 
in generalities. On the facts the issue was to 
be made andtried. The burden of proof was 
on the State. 

Mr. Relfe repliec that the information was 
identical with that filed in the Courtof Appeals 
and in the Supreme Court. 

Maj. Lee said thatin neither of those cases 
haa the point been made, but the defendant 
societies had aocommodated the State by 
assuming the burden of showing the character 
of their insurance. 

The court, after examining the statute and 
the information, overruied the objection and 
heid that the information showed that the de- 
fendant association was exercising its fran- 
chise in this city, and that it 1s incorporated 
under articie 8, Wagner’sjStatutes. The court 
would take judiciai notice of what the article 
authorized the companies incorporated under 
ittodo. Theinformation stated whatthe as- 
sociation was doing. It was. for the State to 
prove that the association is doing those 
things, and then it became a question of law 
for the court to determine whether those acts 
were in violation of the charter or otherwise. 

After introducing the articles of association 
the State cajled Fletcher M. Doan,secretary of 
thecompany. He testified thatit was organ 
ized in 1878 and had geen doing business here 
ever since. He identified the by laws. form of 
certificate of wembe)ship, etc. Witness,whose 
shrewdness and intelligence cannot be ques- 
tioned, entered fully into the details of the 
society’s workings and explained the plan by 
which members ere entitied to mortuary 
benefits of $2,500, $2,000 or $1,500, 
according to uge. The company has 
no charter under the insurance laws and 
claims none. It bas no license from the In- 
gurance Department to do business. The chief 
office is located at 1210 Olive street. Upon 
cross examination the witness stated that the 
articles of association were amended in 187%, 
and since then they had operated under them 
as amended. Tne society now nas 135 
local uid societies in this Staite and twelve or 
fifteen in Kansas. Farmers and business men 
at swail towns in the country arethe control- 
ling members. The average membership is 
from twenty to thirty in eacn local brancp, but 
some have over 100 members. Noone becomes 
a mewber of a local society until he has 
joined the association. When & policy ma- 
tures an assesementis made un each member 
as per age, and 8 per cent of the sum collect- 
ed is paid tothe beneficiary. When a mem- 
ber is unable to pay his assessment, if worthy,

IfI 
can't make any money in an elevator 
bv honest weighing I want to go 
out of the business, As a matter of fact I 
think it would pay the grain receivers better 
to employ some good detectives to break up 
the gang of car thieves that are accountable 
for all these shortages.’’ 

Mr. N.G. Larimore was seen. Said he: ‘*Yes, 
we want the grain men to see after this weigh- 
ing business themselves. I am heartily tired of 
the constant row about shortages, and 1 want 
the grain men to see if they can find the dif- 
ficulty. I’ll confess that I can’t, and I have 
huated for it assiduously. Of course the ex- 
Planation isthatthe cars are robbed before 
they come into elevators and detectives should 
be am gee to weed out the thieves.’’ 

‘*‘By whom will the new inspectors or 
weighers be paid?’’ 

**By the grain receivers, of course, I should 
say. We would be perfectly willing to pay 
them, but we want nothing to do with these 
inspectors ; we want them to be entirely under 
the control of the grain men.’’ 

Quite a number of grain men were inter- 
viewed bythe reporter, but as a rule they 
were found exceedingly apathetic as to the 
meeting. They will go to the meeting, 
as the weight shortages are as annoying as 
they are frequent, but they do not believe that 
their own weighing would be any more satis - 
factory than that of the elevators.

Said the reporter: ‘‘Mr.Filley.are you a can-

Tue Texas Democratic State Convention 
yesterday unanimously indorsed the admin- 
istration of Gov.

A 
few years ago KUEFFNER stumped his dis- 
trict for MORRISON and it will be difficult for 
him now to fight the man that he once sup- 
ported. Besides, tne prohibition question has 
taken such sbape in Illinois that the liberal 
Germans will be largely forced into the Dem- 
ocratic ranks. Mr. MORRISON, we Delieve, is 
a thorough German scholar and can talk to 
the Teuton from the stump in /his own mel- 
lifluous language. It will thus be seen that 
KUEFFNER has no advantage over him— 
the war records of the gentlemen being about 
equal. 


WALL STREET WAYS. 

The National Banks have a very insolent 
way of showing their contempt for Congress 
and its laws, even while soliciting and receiv- 
ing favors from that body. A Republican 
caucus has rushed through the House a Dill 
purporting to reduce the people’s burdens, 
but really constructed only to reduce the 
revenues by enabling manufacturers of patent 
medicines, perfumery, matches, etc., to 
pocket large sums now paidintothe Treasury, 
and also by relieving the banks of taxes on 
capital, check-stamps and deposits to the 
amount of $5,015,000 per annum. That bill is 
yet to be carried through the Senate by a Re- 
publican caucus decree, but the banks are so 
sure of their cattle that they are already 
openly flouting and disregarding two pro- 
visions inserted in the bill recently passed for 
their benefit to facilitate the renewal of their 
charters. 

The Wall street banks publicly boast of 
their intention and ability to disregard 
utterly the provision of the new banking 
law forbidding them to discriminate against 
silver and silver certificates in their settle- 
ments. Although they admit that the ac- 
ceptance of these silver certificates would 
not burden the banks, since there are no 
more in circulation than can be constantly 
employed in paying import duties at the Cus- 
tom-house, and although the law would com- 
pel the acceptance of the certificates when 
presented, yet merely te continue their war 
on silver the banks boast that they have 
agreed among themselves that no silver or 
silver certificates shall be presented in the 
settiement of their clearing-house bal- 
ances, 

Another provision of the new banking law 
attempted to restrict the inflatioa of credits 
for stock gambling purposes, by forbidding 
| the over-certification of checks, and the Wall 
| street banks boast that they have several 
| different ways of nullifying this provision 
| without laying themselves liable to the pen- 
alty for violating it. Inthe first place, in- 
stesd of certifying a check for money 
which the drawer has not on deposit, 
they can give him the same credit by simply 
writing “‘accepted” across the face of the 
check. This is merely the acceptance of a 
sight draft, which the law does not forbid, 
though it answers the same purpose as over- 
certification. Again, some banks continue to 
certify over-drafts, ut avoid technical over- 
| certification by drawing thetr own check in 

favor of the customer and placing it to his 
credit. A third method of evasion is the ac- 
ceptance of brokers’ checks on other banke, 
without question as tothe amount of their 
balances in the banks drawn on. Still another 
method in vogue is to require a deposit of 
collateral before certifying the check. The 
collateral may be of merely nominal value, 
but the transfer eliminates all technical over- 
certification from the transaction. 

Thus do the banks accept the favors of 
Congress and trample upon its regulation of 
their use. And yet, when the burdened in- 
dustries of the country cry out for a reduc- 
tion of the taxes that are glutting the Treas- 
ury with surplus revenues, the only response 
of a Republican Congress is a measure to re- 
lieve banks of taxation, and to authorize the 
owners of patent medicine and perfumery 
monopolies to retain in their own pockets the 
sums they have hitherto paid into the Treas- 
ury.

about way fromthe public Treasury, not 
only for party purposes, but for those of the 
most impure and reprehensible kind. Add 
to this the accumulating indications of high 
executive protection interposed between the 
Star Route thieves and the prosecution, and 
on top of that see the tendency of the Repub- 
lican party toward the most tyrannical sump- 
tuary laws, and so shrewd a politician as the 
editor of the Commercial must feel that the 
record the party is making is not only nota 
good one, butintruth and of right a most 
infamous and fatal one.

A New Scheme on Foot to Dodge the John. 
son Law. 


The lottery men are not yet tired of the fight, 
although they seemed to have bad much the 
worst ofit. Aschemeis now on foot which, 
in a few days, will give the colored popuiation 
and the other patrons of lottery a dhance to 
piace their money on any three numbers they 
wish, 

Peter Ross, formerly one of Pate’s men and 
the originator ot the essence and syrup plan 
of lottery, which was squelched some time ago, 
is again tothe fore. He has opened an office 
oo Christy avenue, between Fourth and Fifth 
streets, but is not in often enough to be caught 
or talked to. The tickets 
been printed and branch offices 
have been established in several places. 


The plan pursuedis as follows: The names 
of the actual startersin any ofthe racesof a 
day are printedinthe morning and are dis- 
tributed to the dealers. The Saratoga meeting is 
the tavorite, because the announcement of the 
results reaches here early in the day. Bach 
horse is marked with a number, the same as 
in any list. The urehaser of a 
ticket can then bet On any three horses he likes, 
ana the result is decided by the issue of the 
races. The colored popnaiation, who are great 
pomeae of lottery, have a rooted antipathy to 
etting on anything but numbers. They are 
so accustomed to 4, ll, 44, and some other 
combination, thatit wouid be impossible to 
convince most of them that they 
had anything for their money iff 
the names of horses were givem them. 
To satisfy this class of customers, the figures 
affixed to the names of the horses wili be most 
serviceable. It is also arranged that a buyer 
can bet 10 cents, 15 cents, a quarter, or any 
other amount, just as in the old lottery. The 
only difference between the scheme 
and Pate’s Races is that the 
ting is on horses which actually run, 
and instead of 78 horses only the actual) start- 
ers are bulletined.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—We are not often 
long without a sensationin the dog-days.

A certain 
Dr. Calver has invented a process by which a 
heat equal to the future life for sinners anti- 
cipated vy the stern old Congregationalists of 
New Engiand can be produced by means of 
looking-glasses.

MR. BENJAMIN. 


An Ex-Confederate Minister’s Success 
as a Lawyer in England. 
London Letter to Atianta Constitution. 

I doubt if there is in the South one man fa- 
miliar with his country’s history for the last 
thirty years, who is not proud of the career 
of Judah P. Benjamin. In inquiring for his 
chambers, I jearned from a middie temple 
barrister that Mr. Benjamin was regarded as 
to-day the greatest lawyer at the Engiish bar. 
He is in court all day till 4in the afternoon, 
then until 7:30 receives the solicitors in his 
chambers. After this he goes home to dine 
at his club inthe West Ead. His only leisure 
is Sunday and an occasional evening. Short 
of stature, thick set, with a strong bright eye, 


he is @ man of simple, natura! man- 
ner, relating his adventures, reverses 
and successes with the charming 


ease, grace and naturalness, mingled with a 
subtle playfulness,characteristic of a good re- 
conteur. He said, in taking of his adventures 
after the fail of Richmond, that the Confeder- 
ate Government left Richmond,in a body. 
He and Mr. Davis were together on their way 
to the trans-Mississippi department, and Mr. 
Davis left the party to meet his wife, en route, 
and it was in her camp that he was captured.

Here 
the «mali, quaint-looking black and bright 
eyes glistened as this remarkable man re- 
iuted bow, when the guif stream almost car- 
ried them out into the open sea; when 
battling arainst a head wind and 
out of sight of land (for 100 
mi es was the distance, and ‘‘with 
one bushel of raw sweet-potaioes tv 
feed three men;’’ when almost without bope, 
at the last moment the wind changed, filled 
their small sail, carried them within sight 
of the lighthouse and esabled them to effect 
a janding just at the extreme northern pd: 
tion of the Bahamas. He landedia England 
in September 1865. In June 1866, he was ad- 
mitted to praciice at the Engiish bar; bie 
adinission:was granted by the Bencbers of 
Lincoin’s Lon, in six months instead of three 
years, asthe rules generally require, on the 
ground that he was an old member of the bar 
of a couniry governed under the system 
of the common law, and the fac. that 
he wasa_ political exile. He published 
bis “Benjamin on _ Saies’’ in 1°63, 
paving in the intervening years supported 
himself by writing leading artices for the 
newspapers. The first year he imade about 
300 pounds, the nex! year about 400, and in 
1pe fourth year,” said he, “my income was 
1000 pounds. It rapid'y increased sfter 
that.’ Atthe present rate of Mr. Benjumin’s 
income, be willin a few years, if he ts not 
now, be the possessor of vast wealth. ‘*My 
book gave me my practice, and now, wonder- 
ful to relate, I have,’’ said he, ‘*upon looking 
aver my cases yesterday, just onewhalf of the 
cases from the realm (i. e., the whole of Ea- 
gland, Seotiand and Ire'and, before the house 
of lords on the ap :eal,”’

century it has been systematized and brought 
to a high degree of perfection. Institutions 
exist here and abroad where those whom na- 
ture has deprived of speech or hearing can 
acquire a knowledge of the arts, the letters 
and the science of the world and freely inter- 
change ideas. The language of signs has all 
along been that which has been employed 
among them, and its capacity to convey ail 
the utterances of the tongue has frequently 
been a source of wonder to those in full pos- 
session of their faculties. It has always been 
a source of regret, however, that deaf mutes 
in conversing are compelled to resort to pan- 
tomime, whichin public is certain to draw 
attention to their infirmity, and itis also de- 
plored that they have been unable to receive 
ideas from the rest of the world unless com- 
municated in writing or in the sign language, 
with which comparatively few of the commu- 
nity are familiar. A German gentleman who 
bas devoted many years to the training of 
deaf mutes in Vienna has introduced here 4 
system which is likely to enlarge the powers 
of deaf mutes in this direction. 

By this system the deaf mute ig not ad- 
dressed by signs, but by ordinary words 
clearly and forcibly pronounced. By the 
movements of the lip in uttering them he in- 
terprets their meaning and communicates his 
own thoughts in the same fashion. The 
method of lip reading, at first deemed im- 
practicable, has of late been carried to great 
perfection, and its utility was recently dem- 
onstrated in a public manner at the reception 
of the Institution for the Improved Instruc- 
tion of Deaf Mutes, which 18 located at Lex- 
ington avenue and Sixty-seventh street. The 
system of instruction carried on in this insti- 
tution is what is generally known as the pure 
oral method. By it deaf mutes learn to speak 
orally and audibly and to understand what ie 
said to them by observing the movements of 
the speaker’s lips. The question naturally 
arises, “*Howcan a child that was born a 
mute learn to speak?”? The answer is simple. 
Deaf mutes do not learn to speak in the or- 
dinary way because they cannot hear, Their 
vocal organs are ig the same normal condition 
as those of hearing and speaking persons. 
‘hough they cannot hear the sounds of speech 
they can feel the vibrations caused in the 
throat and chest during the act of phonation, 
and they can see the movements of the mouth 
accompanying sounds. Thus the senses of 
vision and feeling have to act as substitutes 
for the sense of hearing. 

In teaching the deaf mute by the new me- 
thed the pupil places one hand on the teach- 
er’s throat and the other on his own, and im- 
itates the elementary sounds and short words. 
By degrees the child is made to understand 
the meaning of words and their grammatical 
formation into sentences, but oftentimes in 
the beginning of his studies the pupil makes 
comicai errors by placing words in their wrong 
places. It is surprising, though, to see in 
how short a time the scholar advances. Un- 
like most children at schools, deaf and dumb 
pupils are anxious to learn. Their 
studies have a fascination for them, 
and they take as readily and eagerly to 
the class book as they do tothe play-ground. 
Besides learning to speak and read by the lips 
they are instructed in all the branches of 
education which are taught in the common 
echools. In the advanced classes the pupils 
recite their lessons orally like other children, 
and the teachérs explain the lessons in the 
same manner as if they were teaching hearing 

upile, the only d fference being that the 

atter see instead © caring what is said to 
them. The curricu.um comprises reading, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, history, 
grammar, composition and rhetoric; the 
natural sciences, geometry and drawing. 
Thefemale pupils also receive instructions in 
all kinds of needle and fancy work. 

The question is often asked, What becomes 
of deat mutes after they leave school? By 
reason of their infirmities they are debarred 
from some avocations in life, but there are 
many callings open to tnaem in which they can 
not only successfully compete with their more 
favored fellow men, but for which they are 
even better adapted than hearing persons. It 
is well known thet whenever one sense is 
wanling the others becomegmore acute. Be- 
ing deprived of the sense of hearing the 
sight of deaf mutes usually attains a remark- 
abie degree of acuteness. They generally 
have great talent for drawing and sketching. 
Quite a number of the former graduates of 
the institution are successful lithographers, 
engravers, wood carvers, etc. One of the 
former pupils of the New York institution is 
now a student ofthe School of Mines of Co- 
lumbia College. He comprehends the lec- 
tures by following the movements of the lips 
of the  prefessors and _ recites his 
lessons as other students do. 
Mr. D. Greenberger,-who is the superin- 
tendent at the institution, says thata promi- 
nent feature of the method employed by them 
is that articulation, reading and writing are 
combined and taught simultaneously. The 
teacher has a chart before him on which the 
elementary sounds are presented by the com- 
mon letters ofthe alphabet, in such order, 
however,as they a remost readily acquired by 
a deaf mute. While teaching a pupil how to 
imitate a certain sound he points to the cor- 
responding letter on the chart, which the child 
at once tries tocopy. Later on, when words 
and phrases are introduced, every one of 
these is first presented in writing on the 
biack board, from which they are read by the 
pupil. 

According to an act of the Legislature pass- 
ed in 1875 every deaf mute child within this 
State may, Upon application to the suprvisors 
of the county where he resides, be appointed 
as a pupil in the institution and remain there 
until be bas completed his education. If over 
12 years of age the applicant is supported by 
the State and sent to the institution, as wel] 
asthe latter receiving a per capita allow- 
Bunce.

Filth in London Bake-Houses. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Now and again, at intervals of a few years, 
London is horrified by official revelations as 
to the state of its bakeries. Mr. Lakeman’s 
report is so recent thatthe spasm of diseust 
which it created cannot entirely have passed 
away. If people in generai had been in the 
habit of reading Blue Books, and remember- 
ing them, the sickening facts to which be 
calied attention would have been perfectly 
familiar. It is quite twenty years since Mr. 
Tremenheere, in the capacity of Royal Com- 
missioner, laid before Parhament a report in 
comparison with which that of Mr. Lakeman 
is mild and reassuring. Here is .one of its 
least offeusive passages: ‘*Animals—such as 
beetles, ants, apd cockroaches—in consider- 
adie numbers crawled inand outupon the 
troughs where the bread was madejand upon 
the adjoining Wallis. The smelis from the 
drains were very offensive, the draughts of 
the oven continually drawing the eflluvia 
through the bake-house.”” There have been 
few changesin this respect since the issue of 
Mr. Tremenheere’s report. Most London 
bake- houses are just as offensive as they ever 
were, aod there bas been rather a tendency 
to degenerate in the bakers. The pwhiic gives 
unlimited encouragement to employers who 
are engaged in Whatis known as the “cut. 
ting” business, Which isthe baker’s equiva. 
lent to the “siop system” among tailors. The 
production of a cheap loaf demands, among 
other things, cheap labor, and the conse- 
qnence has been an influx of German work- 
ruen, of whom it is no libel to say that their 
mo>t distinctive characteristic is not personal 
cleanliness. A London bake-house is almost 
invariably situated in a cellar. Generally it 
is a cellar that might do well enough for the 
reception of lumber, but is utterly unfit for 
eny other purpose, and, of all purposes to 
which it might possibly be put, for the 
manufacture of bread. The writer spent a 
Light in sucha place ashort time ago. The 
wails were bulging, cobwebby and old; the 
ovens Were under the pavement of the street: 
the refuse of the bake-house was deposi 
near the ovéps; the four or five compart- 
ments inte which the cellar was divided were 
smal! and closeqand when the gas was lighted

The circumstance that 
they are underground, aud that the ovens are 
so placed as to draw the air which feeds 
them—often from the close proximity of the 
drains—over the trough in which the dough 
is kneaded, is in itself sufficientiy appalling. 
Bread readily absorbs the airthat surrounds 
it, and ought never to be made or to be kept 
in confined places. In London, however, it 
is habitually made in dens so confined and 
nauseous that the baker’s trade is one of the 
most unhealthy in existence.

The Scioto Disaster. 
Steubenviile (O.) Cor. Cincinnati Commercial. 
Nothing now marks the spot where the ill- 
fated steamer Scioto went down on that fatal 
night of the Fourth except the beaten paths, 
barked trees and trampled willowsj on the 
bank opposite, and this by the ever-chang- 
ing ways of nature will soon too be gone, and 
nothing but memory of thefdisaster be left. 
Wellsville and East Liverpool will long re- 
member it, and many homes in those places 
will be darkened and desolate through life 
from that terrible occurrence. 

Quite a number of incidents connected with 
it that are both serious and ridiculous can 
now be heard. Some are worthy of credence 
and others are not. One fellow who was on 
the boat in a drunken condition says that all 
he remembers is that be was on the excursion 
and remembers leaving Moundsville, but did 
notiknow when the collision occurred and 
don’t know how he got ashore. When he 
awoke he was in the willows opposite the 
wreck,iwith bruised face and swelled head. 
Flow he escaped is a miracle. When the boat 
was sinking some were heard praying fer- 
vently, and singinghymns. A passenger who 
escaped to the hurricane deck said he could 
hear a man outin the water singing, ‘I am 
coming, Lord, coming now to Thee,’’ and 
then ali was stiil as the poor fellow, no doubt, 
went down forever. 

Some drunken fellows on the lower deck, 
whose souls were az small as the assassin’s, 
commenced to sing his song—“‘I’m Going to 
the Lordy.’? Their conduct even after es- 
caping to the shore was disgusting, and 
branded them as brutal fellows, devoid of 
feeling. At the time the boat was struck the 
dance was atits height, and the caller had 
just nallowed out “‘partners,’’? when the boat 
wentdown, and the shock was so sudden 
that they could not realize what had hap- 
pened until water was up to their 
waists.

He cited an instance of a man who lost an 
arm in the city last fall. After being ampu- 
tated, it was sent to the undertaker for 
burial.

Mrs. Lincoln’s Prephecies. 
From the New York Herald, 

On the 4th of November, 1842, she married 
Abraham Lincoln, who was then a prominent 
lawyer of Springfieid, Ill. Ambitious in the 
highest degree, when a young girl she was 
frequently heard to declare that she was des- 
tined to be the wife of a President of the 
United States, though when she espoused 
Mr. Lincoln there did not seem much likeli- 
hood of her aspiration being fulfilied. The 
young couple lived very quietiy for some 
time, and four years later Mr. Lincoln was 
elected to Congress and took his seat Decem- 
ber 6, 1847. Mrs. Lincoin did not go to Wash- 
ington with her husband, put ted a quiet life 
with her children at Springfield. Notning of 
moment occurred to interrupt the tranquility 
of her existence until the Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago in June, 1860. After an ex- 
citing battle between the two candidates, 
Gov. Seymour and Mr. Lincoln, Mrs. Lin- 
coln had the profound gratification of seeing 
her prophecy of being the wife of a Presi- 
dent on @ fair way to verification. The 
nomination of her husband was declared 
unanimous, and the evening of the day was 
indeed an eventful one in Springfield. Crowds 
of excited people thronged to Mr. Lin- 
coln’s house and warmly congratu- 
lated nis wife. Just after the election a 
singular circumstance occurred which once 
more brought out the gift of prophecy which 
Mrs. Lincoin possessed. Mr. Lincoin describ- 
ed it in the foliowing language: “It was 
after my election, when the news had been 
coming in thick aud fast all day and 
there had been a great ‘hurrah boys!’ so that 
I was well tired out and went home to rest, 
throwing myself upon 2 lounge in my 
chamber. Opposite to where I lay was a bu- 
reau with a swinging glass upon it, and look- 
ing in that glass I saw myself reflected nearly 
at my Jength, but my face, I noticed, had two 
separate and distinct images, the tip of the 
nose ofone being about three inches from 
the tip of the other. I was a little bothered, 
perhaps startled. I got up and looked en the 
giass, but the illusion vanished. On lying 
down again I saw it a second time plainer 
if possible than before; and then I noticed 
that one of the faces was paler than the other. 
igotupand the thing melted aw ay, and I 
went off and in the excitement of the hour 


forgot ail about. it—neariy, but not 
quite—for the thing would once in 
awhile come up and give me a little 


pang as though something uncomfortable had 
happened. When I came home I teld my wife 
about it, and a few days after I tried the ex- 
periment again,wher, sure enough, the thing 
came back again; butI never succeeded in 
bringing the ghost back after that, though I 
once tried very industriously toshow it to 
my wife, who was worried about it somewhat. 
She thought it was ‘a sign’ that I was to be 
elected to a second term of office and that the 
paleness of one of the faces was an omen that 
I should not see life through the seeond 
term.’? Mr. Lincoln regarded the vision as 
an optical delusion caused by nervousnes« 

His wife’s prophetic interpretation of the 
circumstance, viewed in the light of subse. 
quent events, seems certainly most extraor- 
dipary.

Recollections of John Brown. . 
Correspondence of the New Yor« Tribune. 

It was my good fortune in early life to 
make the acquaintance of that most conselen- 
tious and stern old Puritan, John Brown. 
Brown was a farmer in the town of Hudson, 
Portage county, O., the seat of the Western 
Reserve College, and was a prominent maa 
among its friends and supporters. Thinking 
that one or two little incidents that happened 
to me in my early life, in my intercourse with 
Brown, may be interesting to your readers, I 
ask to use a small space in your columne for 
the purpose of narrating them. 

I lived about thirteen miles from Brown, 
and had a quantity of wild land, some of 
which [ had cleared up for the purpose of & 
sheep farm. He was an extensive sheep- 
grower, and one morning he showed me his 
farm and sheep, and with such minute par- 
ticularity pointed out the difference in the 
several auimais that 1 was tempted to ask 
him: “Mr. Brown, could not I put one of 
vour sheep,behind your back, into your neigh- 
bor’s flock and you not find 1t easy to pick him 
out?” “No, sir,’? he said. ‘*I could do it as 
quick as you could a school-mate from 10,000 
other boys.” He then went on to say that 
not only were the animals all unlike in form 
and atature, but no two parasites on the body 
of a mosquito were alike, an idea which 
startied me with its novelty. I relate this to 
show that the eld man was a great thinker as 
well as actor. 

Some thirty years ago, while dining at a ho- 
tel in the City of Cleveland, I saw Brown 
seated at an adjoining table. He was then on 
his wav back from Kansas, having lost one or 
two of bis sons by a Missouri mob. I rose 
and joined him. Ina quiet, deliberate way 
he told atale of violence and outrage, com- 
montothe usages in that barbarious coun- 
try, in which I was very much iaterested. 
He said nothing about the dozen horses he 
had taked from the Missourians when he was 
making bis escape—and I was a little green In 
thinking I should puzzle him with a question 
about it. Accordingly, in a casual way, I 
turned the conversation, and asked him if he 
still retained his profound conviction of the 
truth of allthe principles of the Bible, to 
which he replied: ‘Certainly, I hope you 
don’t doubt it.” “No,” I said, “and yet I 
sbould like to know how you justify taking 
those dozen borses from the Missourians.’’ 
{nstantly his countenance chauged, his eyes 
flashed, his brow contracted, he partly rose 
from his seat, and with atremendous blow 
with the haft of his knife upon the table, that 
set plates and tumblers, Knives, forks and 
spoons daneing a foot high, loudly exclaimed, 
emphasizing every word: ‘*‘Upon what prin- 
ciple? Upon. the same upon which Moses 
spoiled the Egvptians.’’

What Joe Cook Has Seen, 
From the Boston Herald. 


Mrs. Joseph Cook, wife of the distinguish- 
ed lecturer and theolovian, arrived atthe 
residence of her father, Wyllis Hemingway, 
in Fair Haven, yesterday afternoon, from 
Japan by the way of San Francisco, haying 
compleied a journey around the world. She 
left Mr. Cook in China. Their tour through 
India was undertaken for pleasure, but Mr. 
Cook was called upon to lecture soon after 
his arrival at Bombay, and during the next 
eighty-four days he spoke publicly forty two 
times in Bumbuay, Calcutta, Benares and other 
large cities. He was surprised to find how 
mauay of the natives, Brahmins and Parsees 
alike, speak English. The same lecture sub- 
jects that were popular in Englanc were 
popular in India. ldolatry is discarded by the 
natives, bu: they have accepted the scepticism 
of Western Europe and this country, and 
are familiar with the writings‘ of Herbert 
Spencer, Mil, Tyodal! and Huxiey. The lec- 
turer combdated this tide of unbelief and 
agnosticism, and, strangely enough, the 
Brahmins heard bis denunciation of caste 
witbout demonstrations of disapproval. ‘rhe 
English railways have done much to break 
down the barriers of caste in India, and the 
high-born Brahmin who travels by car is 
forced to sit side by side with and touch the 
elbow, perhaps, ofone of low caste. The 
democracy of trade, commerce and traffic is 
helping ministers, missionaries and books to 
revolutionize that proud and splendid coun- 
try. The fourteen distinct nationalities in 
India do not harmonize, vet each is individ- 
ually happy and prosperous usder beneficent 
English rule. In Japan, also, Mr. Cook was 
invited to lecture. € spoke on ten different 
occasions. Five of his lectures were inter- 
preted, sentence by sentence, by a young 
Japanese who had been educated fin this 
country.

The design for the monument to be erected 
over the grave of Thomas Jefferson at Mon- 
ticello, Va., bas been approved by the Secre- 
tary of State. The monument is to consist of 
a plain granite obelisk, in accordance with 
the request of the deceased. A granite plat 
form twelve feet square will be surmounted 
by the obelisk. The following inscription 
will be put upon the obelisk in sunken let- 
ters: 

‘*Here was buried Thomas Jefferson, au- 
thor of the Deciaration of Independence, of 
the statute of Virginia for religivus freedom, 
and father of the University of Virgiuia.’’ On 
the die will be the words: “Born April 2, 
1748, O. 8.; died July 4, 1826.’ 

‘tne cemetery will be surrounded by a 
handsome fence uf wroughi and cast-iron. 
The entrance will consist of a gateway ofjvery 
ornamental and handsome design. The mon- 
ument will be erected near the fence and the 
panel of the fence opposite the monument 
will be of ornamental design, somewhat simi- 
lar to that of the entrante. Through this 
panel visitors will be able to geta good view 
of the monument Without entering the ceme- 
tery.

STEALING AUTOGRAPHS. 


A Curious Charge Against a Clerk of 
the Department of Justice. 
Specia) to the Post-Dispaten. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—William 
Williamson, once Chief of the Department of 
Justice, was arrested here on a charge of 
larceny, and is lodged in the police cell to 
await a hearing. The charge is that he bas 
been endeavoring to pawn and sell large 
numbers of autographs of prominent men 
Which were taken from the o!d files of the 
Attorney-General’s office. Among the Iet- 
ters found in his possession were some by 
William Wirt, Daniel Webster, George 
Washington and most of the men prom- 
inent in the history of the Republic. 
Some of the friends of Williamson’s better 


days say the charge is creatly exaggerated, 
ashe was a great antiquarian, was once 4 
manof some means and had an exceedingly 
valuable collection of autographs and a fine 
library. Williamson came here as private 
secretary of Charles Sumner when that Sena- 
for first came to Washington. He was a friend 
of most of the anti-slavery leaders, and was 
much respected. His last official! position 


Williams when the latter was Attorney- 
General. In that capacity he re-arranged the 
archives of the Department of Justice. He 
Was also an intimate friend of Sam. Ward, 
and was in the employ of that gentleman 
when be was the king of the lobby.

Freaks of Lightning. 


Fintay McCoy, of Knox county. Fla., while 
hoeing corn duripg qa thunder storm, was in- 
tantly killed by lightning. 

While driving cows from pasture Fred. 
Evans, of Bloomington, Iil., was killed by 
lightning and his body terribly mutilated. 

A negro of Camden county, N. C., stooped 
to kiss his baby that lay sleeping in its cradle, 
when a lightning stroke killed them both. 

Lightning struck the barn of Or. P. M. 
Stanbrough, near Newburgh, N. Y., killing a 
horse and severely injuring his son Clarence, 
vet without doing the least damage to the 
building. 

Lightning struck a barn near Cleveland in 
which two boys, John Burns, aged 17, and 
John F. Lyons, aged 14, had taken shelter, 
instantly killing them, but doing no damage 
to the building. 

Lightning instantly killed Mrs. Jacob 

Reichert of Monticello, Fla., as she was in 
the act of closing the window blinds of her 
home, shocked to insensibility her son, and 
= down her busband, who was in the 
yard. 
A gun having both barrels heavily loaded 
stood in the chamber of Wallace Brock’s 
house, Fairview, N. J. where it was struck 
by lightning. The gun was not discharged, 
although the stock was torn to splinters, 

When Charles Walters of Helen Furnace, 
Pa., was struck by ligatning it ran down 
his body, cutting open his coat, trousers-and 
one boot, as if done with a knife. The beech 
tree under which he was standing gave no 
evidences of the bolt. 

As Mra. Sophia Mervine of West Phila- 
deiphia was replacing the spout of the tin 
leader that ran down outside of her house 
lightning knocked it from her hand. The bolt 
then passed into the water of the receiving 
barrel, completely deluging her with water. 
The most singular part of the ‘urrence is 
that neitherthe Woman nor thts house was 
injured in the least. 

A curious freak of lightning occurred at the 
hou-e of Alexander Avery, Centreville, Ala. 
None of the inmates were kilied, but the 
shoes of each were destroyed. The stroke 
fellon Miss Josie Avery’s neck, and, passing 
down the body, threw the shoe from one foot 
with terrificforcea great distance. The shoes 
on the feet of her mother were cut to pieces, 
while Mr. Logan, a guest, had his shoestrings 
torn completely out, the sole of one shoe 
wrenched off and a hoje ‘orn in the other. 

A strange freak of lightning occurred in 
the house of Daniel Gay, Rockingham, N. C. 
Mrs. Gay heard a noise resembling the burst- 
iog of a gun capin an acjoining room, and 
on looking in the room was astonished to see 
a blaze of fire ascending from the floor near 
where two children were seated. The blaze 
apparently ascended tothe roof and went out. 
About an hour afterward Mrs. Gay returned 
to the dining-room, when a ball of fire nearly 
as large ax a child’s head camein the direc- 
tion of ber and seemed to strike her in the 
breast, then burstin three or more streams: 
of fire, the tire quickly going out. Mrs. Gay 
was considerably stunned, and it was sev- 
eral hours before she recovered from the 
shock.

THE THOMAS CASE, 


The City Marshal Sues Out Arother War- 
rant Against His Deputy. 


The case of J. M. Thomas, formerly a Dep- 
uty City Marshal, charged with the embezze- 
ment of city funds while in office, came to an 
unexpected and abrapt conclusion in the 
Criminal Court yesterday afternoon. A jury 
was empanneled and the evidence for the 
State was about to be intro- 
duced, in fact City Marshal Emile 


Thomas was on the witness-stand giving his 
testimony, when the case was dismissed. Only 
a few questions were asked him. They went to 
the fact whether the money alleged to have 
been embezzled were private funds or money 
belonging to the city. Of course the Marshal’s 
answers were that the money belonged 
to the city, and that he only acted 
as an agent in its disbursement. This 
created a fatal defect in the indictment 
under which the triai progressed. It charged 
thatthe said J. M. Tomas unlawfully em- 
bezzled money belonging to Emile Thomas, 
the important fact of the agency being 
omitted. At this juncture a motion was made 
that the case be Gismissed on the ground that 
the indictment was improperly laid. Judge 
Laughlin instrusted the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty upon the  evi- 
dence. This was done and the 
defendant discharged. This morning 
Marshal Thomas went to the oflice ot the As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney of the Court of 
Correction in company with Jos. G. Lodge and 
asked for another wurrant against Thomas. A 
warrant was made out against him forthe 
embezzlement of $57 money belonging to the 
City ot St. Louis and taken from the office of 


the City Marshal, agent of the 
city. The warrant will be served 


to-day, and the matter put npon a more 
certain basis ithan heretofore. A reporter of 
the PosT- DISPATCH asked Marshal Thomas his 
intention in the matter. ‘‘itis my purpose,’’ 
he said, ‘‘to have this matter sifted to the but- 
tom. 1 did not expect that J. M. Thomas 
would care to take advantage of a small techn. 
nicality of the law in the disposition of this 
case. I understand he has expressea an 
anxiety to be vindicated and clear himself of 
any stigma which has attached to him. He 
had the opportunity in the 
Oriminal Court yesterday, but did not 
avail himself ofit. I now propose myself to 
see that the whole affair shall be brought to 
the surface—that is, so far as the court and the 
trial of the case can do so.’’ 

‘*You swore out several warrants before,’’ 
said the reporter; ‘‘is it your intention to uo 
she same thing now?’’ 

‘*The warrant this morning charges the em- 
bezziement of $57, it being the same amount 
for which T.omas was On trial yesterday. It 
will be my object to comprehend all the money 
which disappeared from my office. This wiil 
be done as s00n aS a result is Obtained in this 
case.’’ 

‘*Whose fault was it that the indictment was 
improperly drawn?’’ asked the reporter. 
‘‘lam sure l cannot tell,’’ he replied. ‘it 
certainly is not mine. I am not sutfiicientiy 
versed in the proper legal phraseology to have 
dictated the wording of the warrant. That is 
the business of the officers who have charge 
of such things.’’ 

‘*Then, Mr. Thomas, you propose to have 
the matter fully brought out, do you?’’ 

‘*l do, ost empnhatically,’’ hereplied.

BICYCLE BRIEFS. 


Interesting Programme Mapped Out by the 
Club—A Long Ride.
